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More Delegates. 


The quadrennial increase in the Re- 
publican vote in Massachusetts, conse- 
quent on a national election gives the 
state committee a ‘little problem of 
mathematics in the year following to 
arrange the number of delegates to the 
party conventions so that those bodies 
will not be-unwieldly in sise-and-out.of 
proportion for proper housing and for 
effective work. ; 

The matter was carefully wo.ked over 
by Secretary Reynolds, who found by 
retaining the same ratio of representa- 
tion as last year, and omitting the one 
delegate-at-large from each town and 
ward, with the provision of giving any 
town or ward which did not come up to 
the ratio a delegate, that the represen- 
tation would be equally divided, or 
within a very small fraction, the ratio 
of representation would not have to b2 
changed and the proportionate repres- 
entation would be practically the same 
as it has been in other years. 

Last year the delegations were made 
up as follows: 

One delegate at large for each town 
and one for each ward of the city. 

One delegate for the first 75 votes cast 
for the» Republican candidate for gov- 
ernor. One delegate additional for each 
siibsequent 150 Republican votes or any 
resulting. fraction thereof as great as 75, 

This year the delegates-at-large is 
dropped from each town and ward, and 
the délegation is based on ithe vote, one 
delegate for the first 75 vo.es, and one 
for each subsequent 150. In case there 
is a remaining fraction of 75 votes or 
over from division by 150 that gives an- 
other delegate. 

The following is the number of Re- 
publican votes for governor in 120) and 
the number of delegates to the State, 
county, councillor and senatorial con- 
ventions in each town and city. The 
larger figure represents the vote and 
the smaller figure after the hyphen the 
number of delegates: :

STREET RAILWAY MATTERS 


Lynn & Boston Changes Its Name No. 
Andover Selectmen Grant Franchise 
to Middleton & Danvers Road. 
Mgr. Goodman of L. & R. 

Road Resigus. Notes. 


At 12 o’clock Monday night, the Lynn 
& Boston railroad company ceased to 
exist and was replaced by the Boston & 
Northern street railway company. ‘This 
change of names interests Andover peo- 
ple, as all the electric roads in this vicin- 
ity are now owned by the Boston & 
Northern street railway company.” The 
lines in this vicinity will be known as 
the Lawrence division. 

The Boston and Northern system in- 
cludes the Lowell, Lawrence & Haver- 
hill railroad, the Nashua, N.H., railway 
company, Rockport street railway com- 
pany, Gloucester street railway com- 
pany, Gloucester, Essex and Beverly 
street railway company, North Woburn 
street. railway. company, Wakefield and 
Stoneham street railway, Reading and 
Lowell line and Lynn and Boston, 

There will be nine divisions in the 
new company, with P. F. Sullivan, of 
Lowell, president, E. C. Foster, of Lynn, 
vice-president, and M. C. Paige, of Salem, 
general superintendent. 

Mr. Sullivan is well known among 
street railroad men as one of the brain- 
iest managers in the country. He knows 
the street railroad business thoroughly, 
besides being practica), progressive and 
a great worker. He is known as an 
authority among street railroad men on 
electrical transportation, having made a 
study of the various systems of street 
railways in this country as well as those 
abroad. 

Mr. Sullivan began the street railway 
business in 1888 as secretary of the 
Lowell and Dracut street railway and 
the Lowell horse railroad company. 
When these were consolidated in 1881 as 
the Lowell. and Suburban, he became 
general manager of the new company, 
and remained so until called to the man- 
agement of the Massachusetts electric 
companies 


After a number of hearings and much 
discussion, the question of direct elec- 
tric railway connections between Law- 
rence and Middleton, thence to Salem, 
has probably been settled. 

Monday, the North Andover select- 
men granted the Middleton and Danvers 
street railway company, which is prac- 
tically a part of the great Lynn and 
Boston system, permission to lay its 
tracks upon the following location: 

Beginning at the intersection of the 
boundary line between the towns of 
North Andover and Middleton with the 
Turnpike road, so called, thence over 
and upon said ‘Turnpike road in the said 
town of North Andover to Andover 
street, thence over and upon said And- 
over street to Osgood street to Lawrence 
street, thence over and upon said Law- 
rence street to the boundary line be- 
tween the said town of North Andover 
and the city of Lawrence. 

This franchise, it will readily be seen, 
is to give the city a first class route to 
all points along the north shore. Re- 
cently, the Middleton and Danvers began 
running into the town of Middleton, and 
the corporation has a franchise to go as 
far as the North Andover line. 

From Middleton rapid connections 
exist to Salem and from that city radiate 
street railways in all directions. 

It is probable that the Middleton & 
Danvers road, which is really controlled 
by the Boston & Northern company, will 
accept this location, altho’ they have a 
location in Andover by way of Salem 
street which could be used if the com- 
pany so desired. 

The North Andover selectmen, with 
the assistance of Attorney Charles A. 
DeCourey, have drawn up a pretty stiff 
franchise, requiring, among other things, 
a bond in the penal sum of $15,000 as 
liquidated damages to secure the perfor- 
mance of all conditions; the completion 
of the road and its operation by July 1, 
1902; five cent fares from the Abiel Wil- 
son place to any point to which transfers 
are now issued by the L. L. & H. street 
railway; and hourly trips, unless public 
service and the selectmen demand more 
frequent cars. 


Manager R. D. Goodman severed his 
connection with the Lawrence & Read- 
ing street railway Saturday, his resig- 
nation having been handed in some days 
previously. Mr. and Mrs. Goodman left 
for New York the first of the week, hav- 
ing stored their furniture in Reading for 
the present. Mr. Goodman will take 
charge of certain electric light and gas 
interests in New York. 

Mr. Goodman’s place has been tempo- 
rarily filled by the selection of Supt. 
Lane of the Lynn & Boston. Mr. Lane 
assumed charge last week, and while the 
road continues under his supervision it 
will be in experienced and capable hands. 
The assumption of the position by the 
Boston & Northern superintendent does 
not indicate that the looked for consoli- 
dation of the two interests has been 
brought about, for the Lawrence & 
Reading continues to maintain its sepa- 
rate identity. 


A large gang of men was put to work 
on the job of relaying the Lawrence 
division of the Boston & Northern com- 
pany’s tracks, Tuesday, and their num- 
ber was still further increased later in 
the week, so that about 120 men are now 
employed on Andover hill. Teams have 
been engaged in hauling from both And- 
over and Lawrence, rails from the new 
consignment which arrived the latter 
part of last week. The laborers em- 
ployed by the company are mostly for- 
eign workmen from Boston who are 
carried back and forth over the road 
every day. It was found impossible to 
secure men in this vicinity.

‘there, one familiar with 


AROUND THE TRIANGLE, 


Where to Go on Some of Our Hot Even- 


ings for a Cheap and Pleasant 
Cooling Off Trip by Trolley. 


Do you like to ride in the trolley? 

Then, such being the case, the Towns- 
mab correspondent wants to suggest for 
you a delightful cooling off trip for one 
of those hot afternoons.or evenings when 
itis too hot to sit still, but when the 
breeze created by the rapid movement of 
the electric car makes you feel more com- 
fortable and happy, than anything else 
but a trip on the water would be able tu 
accomplish. It will take you a whole 
evening to make the little journey which 
is to be laid out for your consideration, 
but if you have good luck, and start early 
enough, you will arrive back in Andover 


before morning and feel tired enough to’ 


sleep the sleep of a man with aclear 
conscience. At least, that’s what hap- 
pened to the writer, altho’. the trip 
really had. nothing to do with making 


‘his consciencé elear, you may rest assured 


upon that. 

Our little trip includes a four hours’ 
ride and about a thirty-five mile journey 
which will cost you forty cents in all 
besides giving you a ride over all con- 
ditions of roads and in all sorts of cars, 
unless you have particularly good luck. 
You will pass through two cities and eight 
towns besides touching on the edge of an- 
other town. Three rivers will be crossed, 
two of them twice, and you will travel 
over an almost exactly triangular course, 
over four different roads now practically 
controlled by one company. 

Not to keep you in the dark any longer 
if you have not already succeeded in 
guessing wheréour planning would take 
you, let it be known that the trip con- 
templates a ride from Andover Square to 
Lawrence; from thence to Lowell; from 
there by way of Billerica to Reading; 
and from Reading back to Andover again, 
by means of the Lowell, Lawrence «& 
Haverhill, the Lowell & Suburban, the 
Lynn & Boston and the Lawrence & 
Reading roads. 

The journey from Andover to Lowell 
is too familiar to most of the Townsman 
readers to require any exploitation, but 
sufficient, is it. to say that it costs fifteen 
cents when one gets a transfer on the 
Andover car for Gien Forest. The writer 
took the tiip last ‘Tuesday evening in 
company with two friends, leaving the 
Square at 6.30 o'clock. Arriving at the 
transfer station, Lawrence, at 7, the 
Lowell car was boarded, unfortunately 
one of the small four wheelers instead of 
the more comforvable big car. One can 
scarcely help enjoying the beautiful ride 
to Lowell along the bank of the Mer- 
rimack at the twilight hour, when the 
river’s bosom is unrufted by the slightest 
breeze and the trees cast such pretty 
shadows upon the water, while the car 
passes swiftly along between a lane of 
trees and arefreshing wind makes cool 
the passengers. Occasional boats out 
upon the river with their occupants of 
young men and women: a Lawrence 
Canoe club four paddling swiftly but 
silently along; a light gowned young lady 
and a young man ir ducks and boating 
shirt, with arms tanned by the sun, 
on a languid ‘twozing’ trip in a pretty 
canoe; happy cottage family groups on 
their piazzas; are some of the passing 
glimpses that the passengers catch as 
they speed along. 

Our party reached Lowell at 8 o’clock 
and found by inquiring at the transfer 
station across the street, from which 
point the car we were to take leaves for 
Arlington and Boston, that the next car 
was not due until half-past eight, so this 
gave us a half hour to spend in seeing a 
little of Lowell. It might. be remarked 
that cars run only once an hour, so one 
must catch the 8.30 car or the one an 
hour earlier in order to make this trip 
successfully. From the short time spent 
Lawrence and 
its crowded, unpleasant Essex street, 
could not help noticing the difference in 
appearance of Lowell’s main thorough- 
fares. ‘They appear so much better in 
the way of the greater attractiveness of 
the stores, the less crowded condition of 
the sidewalks, and the general Jooks of 
the people who pass as one walks along. 
The public buildings too, such as the 
City hall and Post Oftice are much better 
than those at Lawrence. 

At 8.30 the car we were looking for, a 
big, through car, came up to the transfer 
station and was quickly filled with pas- 
sengers, many of them simply out for a 
ride. It had by this time grown so dark 
that little of the country could be seen 
as we rode along, but it is safe to say 
that after the outskirts of Lowell are 
left behind one, the ride would be pretty. 
The running time to North Billerica, 
where we cross the Concord, having al- 
ready crossed the Merrimack twice, once 
at Lawrence and again at Lowell, is ap- 
parently about three-quarters of an hour, 
as we arrived in Billerica proper, a short 
distance beyond, at nearly 9.30 o’clock, 
One may get a transfer while on the 
Lowell car which will be good on the 
next car, that of the Lynn & Boston 
road, which one takes to reach Reading, 
but for through passengers it is not good, 
as it only carries one to the Shawsheen 
river which we cross for the second time 
in Billerica, very close to the Tewksbury 

ne. 

Had we known in Lowell how long it 
took to go from that city to Reading we 
should doubtless have thought twice be- 
fore venturing, for it was not. encour- 
aging upon asking the conductor of the 
Lynn & Boston road’s car at Billerica, 
how long it took to run to Reading, to 
hear him reply, ‘‘ Well, we may make it 
in an hour if we have good luck!” Let 
it be remembered that it was then half 
after nine and the last car leaves Read- 
ing for Andover at a quarter to eleven, 
Of course there was still the midnight 
train to fall back upon if accidents 
should happen. ‘he car which we were 
doomed to ride in upon this portion of 
the trip arrived at Billerica about the 
same time as the Arlington car. It was 
as ancient as the hills, but we had the 
satisfaction of learning from the very 
obliging conductor that his regular car, 
a large eight wheeler, had broken down 
that afternoon and that they were run- 
ning this car up here in the woods to 
keep it out of sight. We didn’t blame 
them. By the way, it might also be 
mentioned that the writer received a 


decidedly heavy shock on boarding the 
car by grasping the handles and stepping 
on a bolt on the steps, while the motor- 
man got such a severe one as he was 
pushing in the fender, that the handles 
by which he runs the car, which he was 
holding in one hand, were thrown for 
some distance. Again the obliging con- 
ductor informed us that the power was 
grounded, due to sand on the rails. 
After waiting several moments both

When our car 
finally. got under way it didn’t let much 
grass grow under its wheels, altho’ such 
a wild, countrified country as the ¢ar ap- 
parently travelled through, if the writer 
could judge correctly in the dark, it 
would be hard to find within a Sabbath 
day’s journey. It rattled and bounced 
along, making almost no stops and tak- 
ing up nearly all-the'road on its passage. 
As an actual fact there were dozens of 
places where a carriage couid not possi- 
bly have passed the car without getting 
down in the gutter. -At one place the 
car runs along on what was once the 
tow path of an old canal, and the canal 
itself is only acouple of feet from the 
car. (This again from the.obliging con- 
ductor; it was too dark to see anything 
but that we were running between 
walls of bushes.) Just before getting to 
Wilmington we ran across a lawn party 
and picked up a freight of merrymakers 
homeward bound: Soon we passed 
another car at the Wilmington depot 
and atter hustling along for fifteen min- 
utes more trying to make up time, we 
reached Reading square at about 10.20 
o'clock to find the Andover car waiting 
for us. 

The ride from Lowell to Reading must 
be an extremely interesting and in some 
places a very pretty one in the daytime, 
but we certainly enjoyed its cooling 
effects at night. Speaking about cool- 
ing effects, however, have you ever tried 
the front seat on the Reading and And- 
over cars about 10 o'clock at night, when 
the car is a little behind time arid the 
motorman puts on an extra amount of 


speed? Wedid! Our car was several 
moments late in leaving the Square in 
Reading and we hustled right along. 


When the car reached the low ground 
near the North Reading power house and 
just beyond, the motorman put on his 
mackintosh to keep out the cold and 
mist, while we shivered and wished. 
Just as soon as the car came out upon 
higher grcund, however, the air, altho’ 
strong, felt warm and nice. We reached 
Andover hill at a quarter to eleven and, 
connecting with the Lawrence car, were 
soon back in the Square. 

Let us see now what has happened. 
We have passed through two cities— 
Lawrence anl Lowell; eight towns— 
Andover, Methuen, Dracut, Chelmsford, 
Billerica, Wilmington, Reading and 
North Reading; we just touched the 
edge of Tewksbury. We crossed the 
Shawsheen twice—once in Andover and 
once in Billerica; the Merrimack twice— 
at Lawrence and Lowell; the Concord 
once—at North Billerica. It cost us 
fifteen cents to Lowell, tive cents to 
Billerica, ten cents to Reading and ten 
cents to Andover Square, a_ total of 
forty cents and a distance covered of 
about thirty-five miles in a little less 
than four hours actual running time. 

Should you decide to take the ride, 
take warning and start early.

DEATH OF MRS. SAWYER. 


After an illness extending over a Per- 
iod of two years, Mrs. Nancy E. (Rich- 
ardson) Sawyer, widow of the lat* 
George W. Sawyer, passed away at her 
home on Broadway. Death came peace- 
fully at 5.45 o’clock Wednesday. 

For the past month the deceased hai 
been very low and death had been ex- 
pected daily, but the remarkable con- 
Stitution of the sufferer had kept cer 
along until her strength became ful.y 
exhausted. 

The deceased had borne her long and 
painful ihnmess with a fortitud: that 
was remarkable. In spite of her suf- 
fering, she retained her cheerful ani 
happy manner up to the last. She was 
never known ‘to complain of her afflic- 
tion, but awaited the end which she 
knew was inevitable with a true Chr's- 
tian spirit, willing to go when tre sum- 
mons should come. Those who calied 
upon her during her illness hardly feit 
that they had been in the presence of 
one who was ill, but went away Inspir- 
ed by the strong Christian faith of tre 
woman. Her beautiful life and Ligi 
Christian character and faith had nade 
her a host of friends during her long 
desidence in the town. 

Mrs. Sawyer was a native of this 
town, where she was born October 7, 
1831. She was, therefore, over 69 years 
of age at the time of her death. She 
was the daughter of William Richard- 
son. With the exception of about eight 
years of her early life, she had always 
resided in Methuen. Those eight years 
were spent in Concord, N. H., where 
her father was in business. After :e- 
tiring from business, Mr. Richardson 
removed to Methuen. He died here. 
After completing her schooling and 
prior to her marriage, which occurred 
Nov, 3, 1859, Mrs. Sawyer was a school 
teacher in Lawrence. 

Mrs. Sawyer is the last of her family. 
Samuel Monroe Richardson, a former 
resident of Lawrence, was her only 
brother. He died many years ago. Her 
husband, George W. Sawyer, former 
paymaster at the Methuen company’s 
mills, died Jan. 28, last, of heart. dis- 
ease. Their only child, William Mon- 
roe Sawyer, died in infancy. 

Mrs. Sawyer. was a member of tie 
Baptist church and a regular attendant 
and active worker there before her ill- 
ness, She was also a member of Roger 
Williams colony, U. O. P. F., and of the 
Methuen Ladies’ Reading circle. The 
funeral will be held Friday afternoon at 
2 o’clock from the late home and wil 
be stricty private. Interment will be in 
Walnut grove cemetery.

Monday, the Nortt) Andover se'ect 
men granted t Middleton and Dan 
vers street radway company, which is 
practically a part of the great Lynn & 
Boston system, permission to lay its 
tracks upon the following location: 

Beginning*at the intersection of the 
boundary line between the towns cf 
North Andover and Middleton with the 
Turnpike road, so called, thence over 
and upon said Turnpike road in the 
said town of North Andover to Andover 
Street, thence over and upon said An- 
dover street to Osgood street, thence 
over and upon said Osgood street to 
Lawrence street, thence over and upon 
said Lawrence street to the boundary 
line between the said town of North 
Andover and the city of Lawrence. 

The conditions of the franchise grant 
were carefully prepared by Attorney 
Charles A. DeCourcy for the town of 
North Andover. 

Article 22d of the papers whe:e the 
company shall, at the time of accept- 
ance of the franchise, give to the town 


of North Andover a bond in the penal 
sum of $15,000 as liquidated damages, 
with sureties satisfactory to selectmen, 
to insure the performance cf ail the 
conditions contained therein, 

Work shall be commenced as soon as 
possible, and shall be prosecuted .in 
good faith to its completeness, 

Ther oad shall be in operation on or 
before July ist, 1902. 

Fares within North Andover shall 
be five cents; schcol children to be car- 
ried to and from school at half rates. 
The fare from the corner of the Turn- 
pike and Andover streets to any point 
to which tronsfers are now issued by 
the Lowell, Lawrence & Haverhill 
street railway shall be five cents. 

The fare from any. point in North An- 
dover to the Lawrence transfer station 
shall not be more than five cents, 

The service shall include trips every 
hour between 6 a. m. and 10 p. m., daily 
and more frequently if public seryice 
and the selectmen demand; ani é@aily, 
except Sundays and holidays,, a trip 
shall be made between North ‘Andover 
Centre at 6 a. m., and a reiu:n trip
